The continuous snow storms during the p 
ent month have checked prospecting, materially 
interfered with the. ope pening of new mines, and 
also communication with the mining campé, on 
account of the roads being blockaded, thereby 
causing much difficult on the transportation of 
ores and supplies. e raw-hide train move- 
ment inaugurated in Little Cottonwoed by Mr.
